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Alabama PSC develops plan for 
new area code in 205 region 


The Alabama. Public Service 
Commission has developed an 
innovative implementation plan 
for oVerlayiiig the new 659 area 
code that will delay mandatory 
10-digit’. dialing until it is

The timetable plan approved 
at the Commisssidn’s June meet! 
ing, Monday is designed to 
respond to the tevel of demand 
for prefixes in the 205 area code 
region. Specific dates for imple- 
menting mandatory 10-digit 
dialing will only be established 
after a threshold of 100. prefixes 
are leftin existing 205 area code.

Erect Wood Duck 
Nesting Boxes To 
Attract More Ducks 


Alabama’s coastal area serves as a seasonal visiting place for over 
25 species of migrating waterfowl! each year, Of all the ducks that 
pay us a visit, the wood duck is more widely distributed and can be 
found in every county. Wood ducks also nest extensively in 
Alabama’s wetlands, beaver ponds and some farm ponds. 

The wood duck has made a remarkable come back from the brink 
of extinction in the early 1900's, thanks to the efforts of sportsmen 
across the country. Prior to the early 1900’s wood ducks were abun- 
dant along the waterways of eastern North America. The clear cut- 
ting of timber along the water ways, over trapping of beavers, and 
market hunting drastically reduced Wood duck numbers. 

Laws to reduce the harvest and hunting season on wood ducks 
were passed in 1918. Beavers were restocked in-areas where they 
were once abundant‘and nesting boxes were erected by wildlife 
agencies and sportsmen organizations. These united efforts resulted 
in. a dramatic increase in the wood duck population, Recent Counts 
put their numbers at several, million and increasing, 

Providing nesting boxes around farm and beaver ponds will 
attract breeding wood ducks. They naturally seek cavities in mature 
hardwoods, but such sites are becoming scarce, as many: hardwood 
forests are clear-cut,. Wood ducks readily accept and nest in artifi- 
cial nesting boxes that are properly built, located and maintained, 

Nesting boxes last longer when, built of 1x12-inch cypress, red: 
wood or treated pine lumber. The top of the box can be sloped for 
proper drainage and have a hinged lid with a hook for box inspec- 
tion and maintaince. Nest boxes should be 20 to 22 inches high and 
12 inches wide. Cut a 4x3-inch oval entrance hole so the bottom of 
the entrance is approximately 16 inches from the bottom of the nest 
box. Drill several small holes in the box floor for adequate drainage. 
Add 4 or 5 inches of sawdust, wood shavings or hay for nest mate- 
rial, If dressed lumber is used, provide a 2-inch strip of hardware 
cloth from the entrance to the box bottom. This serves as a ladder so 
young ducklings can climb out of the box. 

Nest boxes should be placed a minimum of 6 feet above the water 
on a tree or pole. Boxes must be located near good habitat that pro- 
vides protective cover. A metal cone shape predator guard extending 
a minimum of 16 inches out from the pole will keep predators out. 
A raccoon or other predator will attack a box installed without'a 
predator guard. Raccoons are the number one enemy of nesting 
‘wood ducks. They eat the eggs, ducklings and often trap and kill the 
hen. Under no circumstances should a box be erected without a 
predator guard, 

Plans for building nest boxes, including a materials list; can be 
obtained from your county extension agent. It’s a nice weekend 


project, and a homeless mother duck will thank you for your effort,

“Hunter Education 
Is Working” 


Hunter education is working! 
The more aware a hunter is of 
the regulations and safety pre- 
cautions that are’ necessary in 
hunting, the less likely that 
hunter is to become a statistic, 
Most hunter-related firearm 
accidents occur due to lack of 
hunter knowledge or the failure 
to apply that Knowledge. The 
purpose of Alabama's hunter 
education program is to impart 
that knowledge in a meaningful 
way that will remain a positive 
influence _ throughout the 
hunter’s lifetime. 

Alabama is one of 49 states 
with a mandatory hunter educa- 
tion program. Required for all 
hunters born on or after August 
1, 1977, the state’s program pro- 
vides a basic. foundation for 
novice hunters but also is open 
to older hunters who are inter- 
ested in 4 refresher course. The 
course meets all requirements to 
be accepted in all U.S. states and 
Canadian provinces where 
hunter education is .mandatory 
before hunting license. purchas- 
es. 

The Alabama Hunter 
Education program has graduat- 
ed 185,738 students since” its 
beginning in 1973. On an aver- 
age of 12,800 students per year 
since the course became manda- 
tory, more and. more young 
hunters are instructed for at least 
10 classroom hours in’ hunter 
ethics, state wildlife and hunting 
laws, firearms handling and 
safety, muzzle loading, archery, 
wildlife identification and man- 
agement, outdoor survival skills 
and first aid. Each student must 
successfully pass.a comprehen- 


sive written examination at the . 


end of the course to qualify for 
hunter education certification. 
Goals of the’ program are 
increasing awareness. of the 
importance of hunter-landowner 
relations,» hunter _ behavior, 
reducing accident rates and 
increasing knowledge of basic 
wildlife management concepts 
and wildlife laws. 

The telling proof. that hunter 
education is making a difference 
is shown through comparing the 
statistics over the five year peri- 
od before the course was manda- 
tory with the’corresponding sta- 
tistics for the Jast five years. 


With hunter education, we have _ 


seen the number of serious acci- 
dents reduced, but will. still 
strive to have that perfect season 
with no hunter-related. mishaps 
in-the record: books.

County engineer presents road ‘paving comparison 


by Linda Hodge, Editor - 


County Engineer . Randy 
Tindell presented ‘a comparison 
of contractéd road’ paving to ine 
house’ road paving Monday 
morning, June 25, during the 
regularly scheduled meeting of 
the Coffee County Commission. 

By contract, Tindell said 
Coffee County Road 623 was 
paved for $120,000; Coffee 
Cotinty Roads 159, 542 and 543 
were paved for $190,000; and 
Coffee County Road 476 was 
paved for $60,000. 

He said this was ah average 
cost OF $255,000 per mile forthe 
county to have roads paved 
through contracting. 

Two -other roads, Coffee 
County Road 537 and 711, were 


paved through contract; howev- 
er, Tindell said county employ- 
ées did the base and prime work 
With the contractors only taking 
care Of the pavement. 

Before going into the- cost of 
each road’ paved -by county 
employees, ‘Tindell ;told com- 
missioners that the value of each 
job was described by public 
laborers and included all’ costs 
associated with employees. 

According to Tindell, the 
county budgeted $77,300. to 
pave Coffee County Road 446 
but the actual cost of paving was 
$54,350; Coffee County Roads 
316 and*322 were budgeted at 
$163,100 with the actual cost at 
$117,470; Coffee County Road 
157 had a budgeted cost of 
$505,000' and actual cost of 
$357,450; Coffee County Road
